I have a similar problem with a KW 2000E, 1 1973 version of the kW 
Electronics Transceiver from the UK. It worked Ok for about one year then 
it lost sensitivity or receiver even tho it still transmitted OK on all 
bands. I went through alignment but no improvement and all the voltages and 
resistances checked Ok. I found that G3WCE wrote an article in the May 1999 
Rad-Com that gave some tips. One was to check the 455kcs filter. The 
filter is in a can with isolation and he recommended replacing the actual 
filter with a Murata CFJ455K5 and I found a guy selling them for about $5 


each so I got several. True enough the filter in the can was bad and the 
material it sat in turned to goo as he stated. 


I had Greg KX4R replace the filter and go over the transceiver. After 
replacing the filter it actually worked poorer. Still transmit was about 
100 watts out with a new pair of 6146's. He replaced a couple of tubes that 
were marginal on his checker. He also tried to figure out the mod to the 
mic connector as the PTT 

locks it up with the traditional 4 pin mic hookup that we had on a Shure 
444. He also noted that KW electronics had an unusual way of wiring the 
components in what I call clumps with pin center being common ground. They 
also used very fine wire that makes it impossible to modify. 


Greg and I are not electronics experts so we turned it over to KA4VT with his 
spectrum analyzer and sophisticated equipment. Gary finally gave up after 
again going thru the alignment. Its on frequency, puts out 100 watts, but 
is not sensitive on receiver and I now find that its a double SSB receiver 
as you can tune in a signal on either SSB. Its also not crisp and get to 
the point of oscillation with full RF Gain. I asked Ex KW employee G3RZP 
(who supplied us with a good schematic) and he said the filter is OK if we 
can get 100 watts out. Having aligned several HQ 170's it sort of like the 
IF's on that receiver being out of align so that the sideband reception is 
wrong and the selectivity cuts the sensitivity. G3RZP agreed saying that we 
needed to check the 20 Db points on the filter and set the carrier injection 
oscillator. The Rad-Com article also said that the crystals for USB and LSB 
might need changing altho he had no problem with his. 


I know the KW 2000E and the KW 2000 series is rare in North America but does 
anyone have ideas on getting the receiver part back working again.

There have been several mentions 
here and there on how to clean off the goo to save the filter. If 
you still have the bad filter, try to restore it and see if it 
improves the set. 


In the case of the Yeasu frDX400 receiver with a bad Kokusai 
filter, the filter has IF transformer matching for the input 
and output. The set looks as if the decomposing foam in the 
filter turned into a corrosive liguid, leaked out of the 
filter and wicked into the IF tramsformers ruining them also. 
You might look in the immediate area of the filter and see 
if there is any sign of anything like that.
